THE CAREY FIELD DECORTICATOR is being demonstrated to Directors of the Palm 
Beach County Resources Development Board in the fields of Kruse Brothers Wednesday 
afternoon on their annual tour of the Glades. Mr. Carey's machine averaged 7/10 of an 
acre of ramie per hour in its latest field run, other than the small plot shown heré, with a 
consumption of 342 gallons of fuel per hour for the 36-HP Wisconsin and the 43-HP Wauke- 
shaw motors, two gallons of low grade lubricating oil and two qiflirts of engine oil per jen- 
hour day. Two men operate the machine, except in ramie, yielding more than 400 pounds 
(dry weight) of fiber per acre per cutting, when an additional man is needed to assist in 
taking fiber from machine. The machine will operate in the field at a total cost of $5.35 per 
hour, it is estimated. This machine seems todo for the little ramie farmer, what Henry 
Ford did for the poor man in autos years ago.
